THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milford in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in 
said Milford on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March 
next, at eight of the clock in the forenoon, to act up- 
on the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the 
_ year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces-

tection, moth extermination, collection of garbage, 
health department, vital statistics, state aid main- 
tenance of highways, general expense of highway 
department, street lighting, Milford Free Library, 
town poor, Memorial day, park and playgrounds, 
cemeteries, interest on temporary loans, interest on 
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bonded debts, interest on serial notes, interest on 
trust funds, town construction of highways, state aid 
construction of highways, sidewalk construction, 
sewer construction, payments on principal of debts, 
state taxes and county taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, 
if necessary, as provided by law of 1907. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate toward maintaining a series 
of band concerts this coming year. 


8. To see what action the Town will take in re- . 
gard to removing the snow from the roads, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred dollars for the 
control of White Pine Blister Rust. 


10. To see what action the Town will take rela- 
tive to hiring a Town Manager. 


11. To see what action the Town will take rela- 
tive to a sewer on Ford Street. 


12. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $6500.00 for the ane Ps of a Motor- 
ized Ladder Truck.

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Report on Parks and Playgrounds 


The past season has not developed any unusual 
situations that have called for larger expenditures 
than were provided for last March at the annual 
meeting of the town. The upkeep of Endicott Park 
was less than the previous year and no unusual ex- 
penditure was made thereon except for rebuilding 
of the seats. 

The experiment was made of holding band con- 
certs at Endicott Park. In this expense the town co- 
operated, and built a temporary band stand which 
can be used indefinitely if other concerts are given 
there. A feeling of general approval of using the 
park for concerts in the future was registered with 
the committee. Now that the bandstand is available 
and electricity permanently installed it remains with 
the public to decide in which place they desire the 
concerts held and upon which evening of the week. 
Both Thursday and Saturday nights were experi- 
mented with last summer and the largest attendance 
was on Saturday night. It was noticeable that many 
left their automobiles in the square and went to the 
park to hear the music. This developed another 
situation which should be considered if future con- 
certs are held there: the furnishing of seats for the 
public who do not drive their automobiles onto the 
park. Over a hundred chairs were taken from the 
town banquet hall and used on the park and were 
much appreciated. Few people will use the perma- 
nent seats under the trees to listen to the music, one 
reason being that in order to throw the music out 
where the largest number of people were located 
it was necessary to build a sounding board at the 
north side of the band stand. 

The question for what purpose the band concerts 
are given must be considered in reaching a conclu- 
sion regarding the most favorable location. If the 
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concerts are for the music alone then the park is the 
place for them. If, as some say, they are held to 
bring in people who will trade at the stores and ice 
cream parlors then they may be better continued on 
the oval. ) 

The congestion of automobiles in the square has 
become a serious menace to safety. In case of fire 
alarms it is difficult to get the trucks out and if a 
fire should start anywhere in the square the depart- 
ment would be much handicapped and delayed. The 
noise of the through traffic is an objection which is 
overcome when the concerts are held in the park. 

The parking of automobiles was efficiently 
handled last summer on the park and much better 
attention given to the selections by the band, and as 
a result a better class of music was selected for the 
concert than when held on the oval. 

At the last annual meeting a small appropria- 
tion was made for experimenting with a _ skating 
rink on the park. After investigation it was thought 
not desirable to attempt it as the expense was exces- 
sive. The park and playground committee have co- 
operated with the Civic Club in the expense of main- 
taining a skating rink on Railroad pond and we be- 
lieve this should be continued another season. 

The swimming pool off South street offers an op- 
portunity for further development. The pool itself 
is in good condition but the approach to itis bad. A 
road should be constructed from South street. At 
the pool some bathhouses should be built. The road 
might be built by the use of the town road equip- 
ment. The cost of bathhouses would not be less than 
$100.00. We recommend this be done. 

The committee suggests the following budget for 
the coming year: Endicott Park $300; Shepard Park 
$100; playground equipment upkeep $100; swim- 
ming pool $50; bathhouses $100; total $650.00, the 
same as last year.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 


The trustees of the Milford Free Library submit 
herewith their annual report, together with the re- 
port of the librarian. 

At the annual meeting of the trustees on March 
20, 1929, Mr. Marcus G. Bourn was elected chair- 
man; Mr. Benjamin F. Prescott, treasurer; and Miss 
Ruth D. French, secretary. Miss Secombe was re- 
elected librarian and Mrs. Mabel H. Plante, assist- 
ant librarian. The following Reading Committee 
was appointed: Miss Ella M. Powers, Mrs. Harriet 
W. Hutchinson, Mrs. Louise Broughton, and Mrs. 
Louise Powers. 

The trustees are happy to report that the repairs 
to the library rooms, so long needed and long await- 
ed, were accomplished in the summer months while 
the schools were not in session and the library 
could be closed for a few weeks. The walls of all the 
three rooms were retinted in buff. Steel ceilings 
were substituted for the plaster ceilings, which has 
fallen so often in the last few years, endangering 
both readers and books. New lighting was installed 
both for the sake of safety in regard to fire and for 
comfort in reading. Windows were cut from the de- 
livery room into both reading room and stack room, 
giving the librarian as she sits at the desk unimped- 
ed view and oversight of all three rooms. All the 
woodwork was refinished. The furniture was re- 
arranged and some of it renovated to match new 
surroundings. Both librarians and readers appreci- 
ate the comfort and cleanliness of the renovated 
quarters. The rooms are still crowded but clean and 
light both by daylight and lamp light. 
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Our librarians continue to keep our book lists up 
to date and our circulation is proportionately high. 
After considering the needs for 1980 we recom- 
mend the sum of $3,000.00 be appropriated at the 
annual town meeting for the use of the Milford Free 
Library. |

The activities of this department have been con- 
fined largely to the construction of a new well and 
collecting trenches at the pumping station, also to 
the laying of two large pipe lines. One 10-inch pipe 
line connects the pumping station with the corner of 
Oak and Smith streets, thereby giving the town aux- 
iliary feed from the station. The other crosses the 
river back of the high school, thereby giving the 
north side of the river two feed lines. | 

We have had the usual number of small leaks, 
mostly goose-necks, and replaced one hydrant, 
broken off by an automobile.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS AND 
SPECIAL COMMISSION FOR ADDITIONAL 
WATER SUPPLY 


Early im June the water situation became acute 
so that it was necessary to use considerable brook 
water and made it important that a source of addi- 
tional supply be considered. 

We were convinced that we never would get 
enough water into the two old wells unless some 
kind of a collecting drain was put in. 

After several tests we were convinced that there 
was a good supply of water in the stratum of coarse 
gravel which extends throughout the meadow. ~ 

We decided to build a new well with open joints 
and join all three wells by a collecting drain. The 
cost of this was going to be more than the appropri- 
ation for additional water supply; but we believed 
that the situation warranted such an expenditure. 
The suction pipes were changed to pump from the 
new well. 

We commenced to pump from the new source 
early in October and although the extreme drough 
has caused a shortage of water in our neighboring 
towns, we have had sufficient water to supply the 
town. We believe that there will be water enough to 
supply the town in ordinary dry times for many 
years to come.

In rendering the annual report of the work of 
the Poor department, I am led to believe that few 
people give any thought to what is being done for 
the dependent class of our people and only consider 
the matter in the light of dollars and cents, and for 
the benefit of those I will endeavor to call their at- 
tention to a few facts. 

The Bible says “‘The poor ye always have with 
you,’ a self evident fact we all will admit. The head 
of one of our medical schools, in addressing his 
graduating class, said among other things, “As you 
go out to practice your profession you will find three 
classes of poor people, viz., the Lord’s poor, the 
Devil’s poor, and poor Devils.’”’ We have all the 
classes with us, but the meanest I consider the man 
who will desert his wife and small children. We 
have five such who left thirteen children to be cared 
for. I am glad to report that our present County 
Solicitor has started a war on such persons and two 
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from this town have been indicted and one has set- 
tled the bill for the care of his two children. We 
have on our list as county charges thirty adults and 
forty-two children. It would be in bad taste to pub- 
lish their names, although legal in New Hampshire 
(in Massachusetts such action is forbidden by law) ; 
also eight orphans. On our town list we have eleven 
adults and twelve children. 
Were I to mention all who have aided in the care 
of our dependents the list would appear like a di- 
rectory, but I would acknowledge the valuable aid 
rendered by the pastors of our churches, the Red 
Cross nurse, and all of our physicians.

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REPORT OF GYMNASIUM COMMITTEE 


At the annual meeting in 1929 the school district 
instructed the moderator to appoint four citizens to 
work with the school board as a committee to make 
investigation and report on a new gymnasium at the 
high school building and also on proposed improve- 
ments to the heating system, toilets and labora- 
tories. Moderator Parker appointed Mrs. James J. 
Howison, Albert H. Caldwell, H. C. Dewey Smith 
and Arthur B. Rotch. For the committee’s expenses 
$500 was appropriated. This committee has studied 
the needs of the school with the superintendent and | 
school architects. 

Plans have been drawn for a gymnasium to be 
built as a second story above the mechanic arts 
wing. This wing was planned and built to carry 
such a gymnasium. The estimated cost of the struc- 
ture, including heat but not including gymnasium 
apparatus, is $31,726. This is the estimate made by 
Haynes and Mason of Fitchburg, school architects. 
It coincides with the rough estimate made a year 
ago by Penn Varney, school architect in Lynn, who 
said ‘‘about $30,000.”’ 

Finding that a new gymnasium is not the ae 
need at the high school building, and not the most 
pressing need, the committee employed expert 
school architects to make plans for coherent devel- 
opment of the entire property. These plans, care- 
fully worked out by Messrs Haynes and Mason, pro- 
vide for new heating equipment, new toilets, new 
laboratory, re-arrangement of the interior of the 
building in order to get better utilization of the 
space, in addition to new gymnasium and shower 
baths. 

In view of the fact that the district still has a 
debt of some $90,000 on the Elementary School and 
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that certain changes at the High School are urgently 
needed, the committee recommends that construc- 
tion of the new gymnasium be deferred until some 
future time. It recommends that a definite plan of 
improvement be followed, which starts this year 
with the most needed changes, and which will in- 
clude the gymnasium in the not too distant future. 

First attention should be given the toilet rooms, 
both boys’ and girls’. These are’ dark, crowded, 
worn out. Plans are in hand for new toilet rooms of 
enlarged capacity and located where light and 
ventilation will be available. 


Changes should be made on the third floor to 
‘provide a suitable laboratory. This includes a 
change in the stairway and partitions, new windows, 
new composition floor, lockers and sinks. This, next 
to the toilets, seems to be of greatest importance if 
the school is to teach sciences; chemistry, physics 
and biology. 

Contemplated changes on the third floor will 
make necessary a new commercial room which will 
require a glass partition and window. The cost is 
not large. Also at small expense a partition in one 
class room can be changed and the room greatly 
improved. 

The estimated cost of new toilets, new labora- 
tory and alteration in two class rooms is $15,025. 
The committee recommends that the district make 
available that amount to enable the school board to 
make the improvements during the coming summer. 
If the $7000 received for the Old Brick building is 
appropriated for use at the High School building it 
will reduce by that amount the sum to be raised this 
year. 

The High School heating system is old. The old 
boiler was repaired last fall, and an inspection by 
the insurance company’s man last month was fol- 
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lowed by a report that the boiler probably would 
last several more years. When the boiler reaches its 
end, which may be sooner than anticipated, it 
should be replaced by one large enough to heat the 
gymnasium. 

A new electric lighting system will some day be 
needed, and plans for it are in hand, as well as for 
the heating. 

If the program is begun this year and followed 
in the future years no expenditures for alterations 
will be wasted, as the plans made by the architects 
are all part of a general scheme looking first to pro- 
viding the most necessary things, toilets and labora- 
tory, and later the gymnasium, showers, new lights, 
etc.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Milford: 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report, 
which is also the twenty-fifth in the series of such 
reports. 


Organization of Union No. 40 


Amherst, Brookline, Milford and Mont Vernon 
School Districts still comprise this Union as orig- 
inally formed in 1919. Full details have been given 
in previous reports. 


Teachers and Instruction 


Few changes have occurred since last year in 
our elementary staff. Mrs. Berube was transferred 
from Pine Valley to Grade IV to replace Miss Shea 
who declined re-election. Miss Margaret Lorden, a 
Keene graduate and with two years experience in 
No. 8 in Amherst, was appointed to the Pine Valley 
vacancy. 

More changes have occurred in our six-year 
High School group than usual. Headmaster Payson 
H. Reed, who served us so faithfully and efficiently 
for six years, declined re-election, to accept a high 
schol principalship in Whitinsville, Mass. His place 
has been taken by Mr. Fred W. Hall, former Head- 
master at Reed’s Ferry and later department teach- 
er in Manchester High School. Many changes have 
been made in assistants. Miss Stella Smith was pro- 
moted to Miss Watts’ position in Diomestic Arts. 
Miss Elizabeth Child of Woodsville and University 
of New Hampshire fills the place left by Miss 
Smith’s promotion. Miss Melba B. Davis of Medford 
and Tufts College replaces Miss Greenberg in Latin 
and English. Miss Charlotte Hirschner of Ames- 
bury and University of New Hampshire continues in 
Miss Abot’s work. Miss Eloise L. Ledoux of Nashua 
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and University of New Hampshire has all of the 
French classes, formerly taught by Miss Walker. 
Miss Marion G. Little of Manchester and Plymouth 
Normal heads the commercial department, coming 
to us after four years experience in similar work in 
Hampton. She fills the vacancy left by Miss Prow- 
ell. Miss Josephine MacKinnon of Greenfield, Mass., 
a graduate of the four year music course at Keene 
Normal, serves as music supervisor for the Union, 
including instruction for High School Glee Clubs 
and instrumental groups. After an intermission of 
one year during which Keene Normal could not sup- 
ply us with Domestic Arts cadet teachers, we have 
resumed this arrangement and have two alternat- 
ing Seniors from this school who act as assistants in 
Junior High School work, at the same time having 
this count for their practice time in their regular 
four year course at Keene. EKach High School teach- 
er is expected to teach at least five of the six periods 
of the day with either a study room or other equiva- 
lent assignment for the other period. The time table 
as now in operation conforms very closely to this 
plan. Since size of classes varies widely between 
small groups taking advanced Latin and large 
groups in English and Mathematics, the total num- 
ber of different pupils with whom each teacher 
comes in contact varies considerably, the maximum 
and minimum figures being 160 and 77, exclusive of 
the Headmaster who has two classes. On the whole 
the period and pupil loads seem very well distribut- 
ed. Further information about High School will be 
found in the Headmaster’s report. 
New Elementary Building 

The question frequently asked has been whether 

this building was large enough. When this was first 


occupied in January, 1926, 388 pupils were register- 
6a. in 1927, 408; in 1928, 391; in 1929, 867; and in 
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1380, 361. With five hundred and four regular seats 
provided and the possibility for a slight increase 
there would seem to be ample room for some years 
unless unforeseen conditions cause a decided rate of 
increase in school population. Since there are at 
present one hundred forty-three vacant seats in the 
building and but seventy-one children in all rural 
schools, so distributed by grades that no room at the 
village would become overcrowded, any or all of the 
rural school could be closed should such a course be 
advisable when all factors are considered: 


Rural Schools and Transportation 


With the present law requiring transportation 
of all elementary pupils who live more than two 
miles from the school to which assigned and consid- 
ering further the well established policy to maintain 
no grade higher than VI in any rural school the 
question of whether to close such a school and trans- 
port the children or to maintain the school frequent- 
ly arises. Each rural school will now be considered 
in turn. 

Osgood—tThis school has a present enrollment 
of 19 with many of the children in lower grades. 
Several of the pupils live more than two miles from 
school. It has proved feasible 'to include the trans- 
portation of some of these children to Osgood 
School in combination with Grade VII and VIII to 
the village. Other children live at homes so located 
that a complete combination of transportation with 
one route is impossible. The school building is in ex- 
cellent remodeled condition. For these reasons it is 
worth while to continue this school. 

Pine Valley—Here the situation is quite differ- 
ent. Tuition cannot be provided for VII and VIII at 
Wilton so that transportation is necessary. There 
are too many children in Grades I-VI for one teach- 
er but not enough to warrant opening the second 
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room. The present solution is to transport all chil- 
dren above Grade IV to the village. Should enroll- 
ment increase materially the second room should be 
used. 

The North School enrollment is the smallest—11. 
It is not likely to increase much. Since some pupils 
from this section of the town must be transported 
to Grade VII and VIII and since the few remaining 
children could be included in the transportation 
route and take care of at the village where they 
would receive the benefit of larger classes, the clos- 
ing of this school is reeommended for careful consid- 
eration. Incidentally there would be a decided sav- 
ing of money. 

Laurél—The eighteen children who attend this 
school could be easily absorbed in the village rooms 
with the saving of one teacher’s salary and with no 
required transportation. The chief objection to this 
plan is the distance for these lower grade children 
to walk. Even if a transportation route should be 
provided for them, there would still be a saving of 
money and an opportunity for the pupils to be 
taught in rooms containing single grades only. 

This year transportation difficulties have been 
greatly increased by several situations each involv- 
ing one family only situated on back roads two miles 
or more from any school. Each such case involves 
a separate small route for which the cost per mile 
per pupil is neecssarily high as compared with a 
large group riding in a bus over a route several 
miles long. 


Buildings, Ground, and Equipment 


Under this heading comes naturally and most 
prominently the question of a gymnasium, which re- 
ceived considerable attention a year ago at the time 
of the annual district meeting. Since a special com- 
mittee has been appointed to consider this whole 
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situation and since their report will be made at the 
1930 annual district meeting no analysis of needs 
will be made here other than to point out that cer- 
tain desired changes at the High School for the ac- 
commodations of regular classes and the improve- 
ment of instruction through a revision of the pro- 
gram of studies waits upon the policy adopted by 
the district. It is hoped that whatever general plan 
is undertaken, it may be possible to improve our fa- 
cilities for commercial instruction and to introduce 
biology as a regular school subject not later than 
September 1930. 

Of the specific things mentioned last year Os- 
good School has been painted inside and out and a 
steel ceiling put on the main room. Should the North 
School be continued painting inside and out should 
be done this summer. 


Costs 


In last year’s report certain data was presented 
on pages 127 and 128 which showed how Milford 
stood compared with state averages and certain 
special state figures. In the Headmaster’s report 
this year a paragraph will be found covering this 
same subject. In this report it is desired to point out 
that Milford’s relatively low figures are caused 
mainly from the item of teachers’ salaries. Since 
many of our teachers are serving us for a longer 
period of years than is the average for places of our 
size and since it is most desirable to retain good 
teachers, a higher salary schedule such as exists in 
the majority of districts in New Hampshire should 
be adopted. The teacher is the most important fac- 
tor in the system and so it is the teacher’s salary 
which should be considered above buildings, equip- 
ment or even books and supplies. 


Ten Years 


On December 6, 1929, the State Board of Educa- 
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tion held a meeting at Concord for School Board 
members in New Hampshire. The object of this 
meeting was to discuss and review the last ten years 
during which the new School Law of 1919 has been 
in effect. Among the speakers at the meeting were 
Governor Tobey, Ex-Governor Bartlett, Ex-Gover- 
nor Spaulding, members of the State Board of Edu- 
cation and School Board members. The meeting was 
held at hte new High School building and was large- 
ly attended. All reported a very profitable and en- 
joyable day. Ten out of the twelve School Board 
members in this Union were able to attend. Such 
meetings do two things; first, they assist those who 
attend in the solution of their own local problems, 
and second, they provide a more thorough under- 
standing of the work throughout the state and a 
general broadening of each one’s point of view. 


Conclusion 


Calvin Coolidge once said, “It is not enough 
merely to know how to get a living; it is necessary 
to know how to live.” Such a statement expresses 
the purpose of public schools, especially the last 
part. The constant effort of every teacher, who 
makes of her teaching a profession and not just a 
job, is to teach children by instruction, and by ex- 
ample, how to live. This part of a pupil’s education 
is not measurable in the same way as arithmetic or 
grammar, etc., but it is equally if not more valuable. 
A good school citizen will make a good adult com- 
munity citizen. By daily practice in living we learn 
how to live and grow—hence our motto of this 
year—“Education is Growth.” |

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of School of Mil- 


ford, New Hampshire: 

The following is my first annual report as Head- 
master of Milford High School. 

Since the first time that I passed through Milford 
several years ago I have been very favorably im- 
pressed with the building and accompanying 
grounds of Milford High School. 

The buildings are very well adapted to six year 
high school work, but at the present time, due to the 
number of pupils enrolled and the variety of 
courses offered, better all round training could be 
provided if the building were altered to make pos- 
sible a better utilization of all available space. 

The special committee which was appointed last 
year is now considering plans of remodelling. 

Teaching Staff 

Coming to Milford to start the school year last 
September I found four teachers who had just grad- 
uated from college; two other teachers new to the 
system, and a cadet teacher from Keene Normal, in 
addition to the nine regular teachers who had been 
here from one to twelve years. I believe that indi- 
vidually, and as a whole we have as capable and as 
reliable a corps of teachers as is to be found in any 
school in the state. Each teacher has enthusi- 
astically responded to all work which has been ap- 
portioned to her and carried it through to a satis- 
factory completion. I believe that the teachers have 
the interest of Milford High School at heart and 
realize that it is only through constant co-operative 
effort that high ideals may be realized. 


Improvement of Instruction 
One of the most important duties of a Head- 
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master is to assist his teachers in the improvement 
of instruction. Each teacher is making an effort, so 
far as is possible, to adapt the work of her classes to 
the individual needs and experiences of her pupils, 
and still meet high standards. 

Regular teachers’ meetings are held twice each 
month at which a study of individual and group 
marks is being made as a diagnostic measure. After 
determining the difficulties of an individual or class, 
a special effort is made to overcome these difficulties 
and thus enable the individual to derive greater 
benefit from his school work. If pupils expect to ac- 
complish effective work, they must co-operate with 
the teachers, do the necessary home study each day 
and keep themselves in good physical condition. 


Enrollment 


The total registration so far this year is 372, but 
the actual membership on January 31, 19380 was 
349, the same number as on January 31, 1929. Of 
this number 183 were girls and 166 boys, who were 
distributed in grades 7 to 12 as follows:

Approximately: Academic 22%, ‘Commercial 
50%, General 9%, Mechanic Arts 19%. Although 
the four year course with a diploma in Domestic 
Arts has been discontinued, all girls in grade seven 
and eight are required to take four periods per 
week of cooking and sewing. In grade 9 and 10 
they may elect Home Economics and in grade eleven 
they are required to take Physiology and Nursing. 

Tuition Pupils 

At the present time we have 41 tuition pupils 
distributed as follows: Grade VII, one; Grade VIII, 
four; Grade IX, seven; Grade X, twelve; Grade XI, 
nine; Grade XII, eight. Tuition pupils come from 
the following towns: Francestown, five; Greenfield, 
eleven; Lyndeboro, six; Mont Vernon, ten; Am- 
herst, six; Greenville, three. 


High School Costs for 1928-29 (Grades I[X-XII) 


The average cost per pupil for instruction, which 
includes teachers’ salaries, text books, pupils’ sup- 
plies, flags, and other expenses of instruction was 
$69.40, as compared to the State average of 
$106.98. There was only one school in the state with 
a lower cost and that cost was but twenty-eight 
cents less. 

The average cost per pupil for all High School 
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expenditures, which includes operation of plant and 
overhead, was $88.24, while the median for the 
State was $136.10. This cost was the lowest of all 
High Schools in the state with the exception of Or- 
ford, which is maintained as a practice school for 
Plymouth Normal. 

The average cost per pupil for books was $2.87, 
while the state average was $3.33. Other supplies 
cost $2.90, as compared to the average of $4.33 for 
the state. | 


Extra-Curricula Activities 


In any school today it is necessary that pupils 
in the practice of learning how to live and conduct 
themselves in our community life, take an active 
part in some of our extra-curricula activities. 

1. Athletics. This year as usual we have had 
both a boys’ and a girls’ basketball team participat- 
ing in games with the six other schools in the Mon- 
adnock Basketball League. Our girls’ team ‘prom- 
ises to be one of the strongest, if not perhaps the 
best, girls’ team in the state this year. 

In addition to our varsity teams our second 
teams have had several games with nearby schools 
and considerable time has been devoted by the 
coaches to practice in grades VII and VIII. 

We are now making plans for baseball as soon 
as the weather is suitable. 

2. Physical Education and a Gymnasium. Physi- 
cal education today is recognized as one of the most 
essential courses offered in any school. Without a 
body that is physically in good condition it is im- 
possible for an individual to accomplish his best 
work in any school activity. ° 

A rather unique and beneficial curriculum ac- 
tivity in Milford High School is the collective physi- 
eal drill which is given out of doors on the school 
grounds during that portion of the year when the 
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weather will permit. The addition of a gymnasium 
to our present plant would enable us to have organ- 
ized physical work throughout the -entire school 
year. 

A gymnasium if added would also be used for 
assemblies, basketball games, school plays, and 
school social events, thus enabling us to use our pres- 
ent assembly hall as a study room, or as class rooms. 


3. Debating. Although as yet this year we have 
not organized debating teams we are working along 
that line. I believe, personally, that there is no other 
school activity from which one receives such last- 
ing benefits in proportion to the time spent, as in de- 
bating, and we hope that another year it will be 
feasible to join the U. N. H. Interscholastic League. 

4. Senior Play. The class of 19380 presented 
“College Cut-Ups” on December 6, 1929, for their 
annual play. They realized a little over $200 to add 
to their fund for the Washington trip, which is 
scheduled for April 18, 1930. 

5. Junior Play. The class of 1931 presented 
‘His Uncle’s Niece’? on February 14, 1930, from 
which they realized about $80 toward their class 
fund. 

6. The classes of 1932 and 1933 are now work- 
ing on short plays which will be given later in the 
year. 

7. Dramatics. Under the direction of teachers 
two or three short plays have -been written by pupils 
and presented in assemblies this year. . 

8. Fire Prevention Essays. As a part of Fire 
Prevention Week program, a fund of $15 was raised 
by the firemen of Milford and offered to pupils in 
the High School as prizes for essays on fire preven- 
tion. As a part of regular English instruction each 
pupil was required to write an essay and the prizes 
were awarded as follows:

9. The Junior Prom and Reception to the 
Seniors was very successfully conducted by the 
Class of 19380 in May, 1929, and the Class of 1931 
are now making plans for a similar function this 
spring. 

10. Sophomore Prize Speaking Contest: June 8, 
1929. The thirteenth annual Kaley Prize Speaking 
Contest was held last June. The four girls and four 
boys selected for the final contest were Evelyn 
Hutchinson, Muriel Sears, Paula Waldecker, Eileen 
Clarkin, Harrison Lowe, Francis Lorden, Charles 
Cannell, John Stein. Muriel Sears was awarded the 
first prize of $10.00, Evelyn Hutchinson the second 
prize of $5.00, and each of the other contestants re- 
ceived $2.50. 


11. The eighth annual 1921 Prize of $5.00 was 
awarded to Leo Saraceno for his essay, ‘“‘Milford a 
Good Town in Which to Live and Prosper.”’ 

12. Assemblies. Since the present Assembly 
room will accommodate only 240 pupils it is neces- 
sary to have two assembly groups. Each of these 
groups have two general and two home room assem- 
blies each week in which pupils, teachers and out- 
side speakers participate. If a gymnasium were 
added to our present building, it would be possible 
to have assembly programs put on for the entire 
school. 

13. Class Organizations. Grades 9 to 12 are or- 
ganized with the usual class officers. A teacher is as- 
signed to each class as advisor. 
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14. The Class of 1929 made the usual class trip 
to Washington, April 19, 1929, accompanied — by 
Miss Winifred Watts, the class advisor, assisted by 
Rev. and Mrs. Francis P. Daniels.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, 

Milford, N. H.: 

The following is my third report of the health 
work in the Milford Schools, it being the eleventh 
year of this work. 

The medical inspection was made in October by 
Dr. Hinds, the nurse assisting. 

The eye and ear tests have been completed by 
the teachers. The results show ninety-seven pupils 
with defective vision and ten with defective hearing. 

Class room inspections are made at intervals and 
short talks on personal health are given. 

Classes in practical nursing procedure were 
taught to the Junior girls at the High School. 

First aid supplies have been placed in all the 
rural schools and mechanical arts department at 
the High School. Previous to this only the brick 
building and High School have been supplied. 

This fall there have been scattering cases of 
chicken-pox and mumps among the pupils. 

Dr. Hinds’ report gives a tabulated account of 
the medical inspection. : 

To the school officials, teachers, pupils and pa- 
rents, I wish to express my appreciation for their co- 
operation in the past year.

Of the deaths in town in 1929, 22 were carried out of 
town for burial: Amherst, 10; Arlington, Mass., 1; Cam- 
bridge, Mass., 1; E. Washington, N. H., 1; Florence, Mass., 
1; Hyde Park, Mass., 1; Salem, Mass., 2; Pittsford, N. Y., 1; 
Pittsfield, Me., 1; Providence, R. I., 1; Worcester, Mass., 2. 


Twenty-five were brought from away for burial. Some 
were long ago residents. Of the 52 deaths recorded: 1 was 
between 90 and 100; 8 between 80 and 90; 16 between 70 
and 80; 8 between 60 and 70; 7 between 50 and 60; 4 be- 
tween 40 and 50; 4 between 30 and 40; and 4 under 30. Of 
these deaths 25 were male and 27 were female. One or both 
parents of 24 were born in other countries.
